■ Improving the lot of the working 
class is the Socialist aim. Every 
advance in its status of living 
strengthens it for its great historic 
mission, of ending the capitalist 
system.

The Socialist movement will 
never be fo -given for spoiling the 
graft of the professional jail-goers 
end panhandlers in the West Vir- 
ginii litnation. The party spoiled 
one of the best chances these un¬ 
savory birds ever had to go upon 
the innocent feelings of the Social¬ 
ists of the country and rake in the 
coin. Too bad! 

Wild animals wilt turn upon eac'u 
other'when the incentive is strong 
enough. Capitalism does not give 
itself away unless it has some end 
to gain. The Mulhall disclosures 
in the Chicago Tribune and other 
capitalist sheets do nor indicate a 
sudden conversion to goodness, 
but merely a play in capitailtt 
politics.

1 N view of the growth of Socialism tbe world 
over, it is of general interest and of importance 
?u the country to know the position of the 
S.>cialists as to standing armies and navies. 

To begin with, 1 want to say most emphati¬ 
cally that the Socialists do aot want oar people 
to be defenaelpaa or te .be dependent upon.the 
good srill of aay ed<er nation at any time. We. 
want the people of our country to be in a position 
to take care of themselves at all times. We know 
that treaties and written instruments are of very 
little accounv if they are not backed np by suf¬ 
ficient force and power. 

furthermore, we know that no nation in his¬ 
tory that was totally disarmed ever remained a 
free nation. We know that whenever a nation 
was conquered the first measure taken by the 
victors was to disarm tbe conquered. We know 
all that. 

Therefore I believe in an armed nation— 
armed, however, for defense only. I believe in 
a people invincible for defense, but slow, awk¬ 
ward, and of no use for conquest or aggression. 

• • • 

A standing army means a standing prepara¬ 
tion for war. There are better things to prepare 
.'or than war. 

W;; are spending nearly $400,000,000 annually 
in preiSaration for war or ax the result of former 
wirs. The figures t,hich I have given do not in¬ 
clude the-expenditures for the militia ol the 
various States. 


It is useless for certain very well-neaning 
men to cry “Peace, peace, peace," when they are 
voting millions and millions of dollars very year 
for war. W^^shall finally get what we are prepar¬ 
ing for. 

Why should the United Sutes prepare for 
war? .Who is going to attack us? Are tbe Can-. 
w^ians goiqg.to a'vocJt'ua? Will the Mexicans ||| 
attack us? •. ® ^ ’

We are separated from the rest of the world, 
by two great •'ceans. In other words, wo are in 
a better portion to dispense'^ith standing armies 
tban any other nation in the world’s history ever 
was. There is no question about that. 

-A standing army always brings before my 
vision the danger of tbe man on horseback. No 
republic in the history of the world has ever 
very long-survived a standing army. There is 
the real danger. 

Switzerland has no standing army. The initial 
training of the Swiss militia is carried out in 
recruiting schools. The schooling period is now 
65 days for the infantry, engineers, and foot 
artillery; 75 days for held artillery; and 90 days 
for cavai' 7 , of which Switzerland has only about 
5,000. 

The subsequent training, called the "repetition 
course,’’ is 11 days annually. But after going 
through seven courses further attendance is ex¬ 
cused for all men under the rank of sergeant. 
The "Landwohr" men are called out only once for 


training during the entire eight years. 

B It every Swiss militiaman must serve a rifle 
court*, annually during the entire 20 years. There 
are nn-nerous shooting societies and shooting 
rangK -'I over the country for that purpose. 

We should have s^ch a system here. Both 
Washington and Jefferson believed in a citizen 
soldiery and a mere skeleton -of ■■ army. In 
WartliifSIpnfTime the Regular Army was reduced 
to about 2,ff00 men. 

We could readily and without any harm to 
ourselves reduce our regularly employed Army 
to the 25,000 officers and men which constituted 
its strength from shortly after the Civil War until 
1898. 

That Army was sufficient to quell the Siout, 
the Apaches, the Utes and other Indians. That 
number would be more than sufficient for any 
present need, since the last Indian war has been 
fought. Instead of voting $93,000,000 that could 
be better used in a thousand other ways, this Con¬ 
gress should organize a military system like that 
of the Swiss, and select a commission of trained 
military men to carry the measure into effect. 

• • * 

I favor every citizen being trained in military 
knowledge, i favor every man being' made cap¬ 
able of and trained to defend our freedom in case 
of need. And t am also in favor of every citizen 
engaging in useful and peaceful pursuits per¬ 
manently. I am against all standing armies.

Baritz’ declaration has 
been Industriously used by fellows 
I of the Peter Collins kind to 
i ‘‘prove’’ that Socialism is “athe¬ 
istic.” All it proves is that Baritz 
considers himself a law giver. 

If every man in the international 
Socialist movement was an atheist 
it would not make Socialism such'. 
In the same way if every teacher of 
mathematics was a Presbyterian it 
would not mako the ronltipltcation 
table a religious affair. 

But aa a matter of fact tbe So¬ 
cialist movement is made up of all 
classes of people. No religious test 
is ever made, nor even thought of. 
We consider tiie matter of belief or 
unbelief, a private matter, and It 
was thus declared In more than one 
party platform, in the earlier days. 
The platforma then were surely the 
embodiment of orthodox Socialism, 
since they were largely the pro¬ 
duction of the founders of the 
movement thatmaelvet. So that it ia

Review tneks to belittle the work

In the Gotha program the fifth, * 
of the demands in the program oT 
the platform reads: "Universal and 
equal popular education by tt;o 
state (like our American pnblia 
school system),- Universal com- 
p-alaory education. Freq instruc- 
tion in all forms of art. Declara¬ 
tion that religion is a private mat¬ 
ter.” 

In the Erfurt program we find ■ 
this aa the sixth section: "Decla¬ 
ration that religion is a private 
matter. Abolition of all expendi¬ 
ture from public funds upon ec¬ 
clesiastical and religir-'s objects 
(thus standing for tbe separation 
of church and state). Ecclesias¬ 
tical and religious bodies io be re¬ 
garded as private -associations, 
which order their affairs independ¬ 
ently.” 

Fo'r the benefit of those who may 
imagine that a Baritz really pre¬ 
sents the classical party stand on< 
the religious question, 'Wtlbeln^j) 
Liebknecht’a 'Comment- on thiaj' 
proposition may be quoted in part. 
Liebknecht, one of (be founders, 
with Marx and Engels of modern 
Socialism, says in his “Socialism, 
What It is, What It Seeks to Ac¬ 
complish,” the following: 

"'You know how the Social- 
Democracy is represented as a red 
spectre, how the ecclesiastical as¬ 
sociations say of us that we are a 
party of atheists, and that the So¬ 
cial-Democracy would forcibly take 
religion from everyone and violent¬ 
ly crush the church. In order to 
take the foundation from and to 
break the point of these demago¬ 
gic*! slanders and pious false¬ 
hoods, we state here that the regu- 
lat- n of religi JUS matters lies with 
eaci individual, and we declare reli- 
gior to be a private matter. Tho 
Soc'il-Democracy as such has ab- 
solr ely nothing to do with reli- 
gioii. Every man has the right to 
think and believe what he will and 
no one has the right to molest or 
limit another in his thoughts or be¬ 
liefs. or to allow anyone's opinions 
to be a disadvantage to him in any 
way. Opinions and beliefs can only 
hi f, oceeded against when they 
heco le converted into pernicious 
and 'nfawful acts, as for example 
with certain bigoted sects. But 
the opinions and beliefs in them¬ 
selves must I e free, perfectly free. 
We as Social-Democrats must re- 
spect then.” 

A.id he goes on to even advise 
against scoffing at beliefs, hut adds 
that this tolerance stops where the 
'church may attempt to meddle with 
the free schools and with free edu¬ 
cation. 

It is well to quote Liebknecht on 
this subject, since he himself was a 
freethinker. He had his personal 
views and respected the personal 
views of others. He was willing to 
accord others the same right of 
private conscience that he demand¬ 
ed for him-elf. In his case Baritz 
cannot claim that we have been 
quoting a Christian’s representa¬ 
tions of the relation between So- 
ciaism and religion. 

The matter :$ very simple. So¬ 
cialism deals with its own field. A 
bigoted Baritz may look forward 
to a Socialist state where religious 
persons would be persecuted for 
opinion’s sake, but not so a mighty 
Liebknecht, and not so the in¬ 
ternational SMalist movement. 
Under Socialism no man would be 
ordered off the earth because of 
his private beliefs. The very idea 
would be ridiculous. All such an 
idea is good for la fw a dema¬ 
gogical C:otllDS or GoNstein to 
frighten anthinking men with, or 
for a Baritz to brandish as an nlti 
matuir, of his infallible custodian¬ 
ship of all Socialist morals and

The w->r- 
shlper of capital may sweep togr^her 
In a heap his capital, he may gather 
all the capilal of the earth, and after 
the space of a year there would not 
have grown a penny more of value 
from It. but Ind^d the ivorth of the 
Idle mass would* conaiderabiy de¬ 
creased Capital la not merely the 
child ot labor: It can not grtiw or con¬ 
tinue without It. Capita] hus In rela¬ 
tion to labor no right of ownership.—
